Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Ken Watov faxed a proposed after-final amendment to 
Examiner Jerabek on September 28, 2004. The proposed amendment questioned the 103 combination of the 
Tomitaka reference and the Leppisaari reference. It was explained that the Examiner combined the Leppisaari 
reference for the sole purpose of showing a camera associated with a hand-held device. It was determined that the 
Examiner will uphold the 103 rejection and further determined that the Tomitaka reference could actually have been 
used in a 102 rejection. The Examiner told Attorney Watov that the claims as written were broad enough to read the 
hand-held processing device and the video camera as one unit. The Examiner suggested that amendments to the 
claim language further detailing the distinction between hand-held processing device and the video camera consistent 
with the specification would provide a means of overcoming the Tomitaka reference. It was also determined that the 
hyperlink on page 5 of the applicant's specification needs to be removed. No further agreements were reached..
